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Hussein informs Sadat, Assad 

AMMAN (JNA). — His Majesty King Hussein has 
informed Presidents Hafez Assad of Syria and Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt on the United States Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance’s discussions with the Jordanian leaden. 
In his messages to the two presidents, the King explained 
discussions and viewpoints exchanged between the Jor- 
danian and American sides. King Hussein also expound- 
ed Jordan’s attitude as regards certain issues which 
Came under discussion, in the light of general principles 
agreed upon within the Arab consensus. The two mes- 
sages come within the policy of coordination and ex- 
change of views arid information among the confronta- 
tion states concerning current developments and peace 
efforts. The royal messages were delivered by Jordan’s 
ambassadors in Damascus and Cairo. •

Oil man Amouzegar named Premier, 
aims to cut Iran's inflation 
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TEHRAN, Aug. 8 (R). — The 
Shah of Iran Sunday appointed 
' Iran’s chief oil negotiator 
Jamshid Amouzegar as Prime 
Minister and ordered his new 
government to improve the co- 
■ ordination and supervision of 
Iran's huge development pro- 
jects. 

-The Shah’s instructions to 
pr. ' Amouzegaris 23-member 

cabinet confirmed that serious 
problems which have plagued 
Iran’s rapid rush for develop- 
ment were a major reason for 
the administrative reshuffle. 

Dr. Amouzegar, 54, succeed- 
ed Amir Abbas Hoveyda who 
was dismissed with his cabinet 
Saturday. 

The Shah appointed Mr. Ho- 
veyda, 58, Court Minister, re- 
placing the ailing Assad o I lab 
Alam, who is believed to be 
receiving medical treatment in 
a Paris hospital. 

The armed forces would be 
placed at the government’s 
disposal to solve the critical 
manpower shortages which 
afflict almost all sectors of 
development 

Dr. Amouzegar announced 
that his government was giving 
* priority to fighting inflation. 
-The radio quoted the Prime 
Minister as saying these were 
the two most important sub- 
jects discussed during his first 
cabinet meeting. 

"The government must act 
Quickly on these issues,” he 
said. 

Dr. Amouzegar said develop- 
ment would be speeded up,, but 
there would be greater coordi- 
nation. 

The government would sub- 
mit to parliament a bill con- 
cerning the budget and plan- 
ning organisation, which is res- 
ponsible for development pro- 
jects, he said. He did not ela- 
borate. 

No growth 

The monarch urged the cab- 
inet to exercise greater coordi- 
nation and supervision in deve- 
lopment planning and to aim 
for a reasonable growth rate. 

"If we go for a 20 per cent 
growth rate and face 25 per 
cent inflation, this cannot be 
called growth,” he said. 

“We must revert to a reas- 
onable growth rate which can 
be digested.” 

Referring to the sixth deve- 
lopment plan which begins 
next March, he said: "There 
are indications we will not be 
repeating our past actions.” 

The Shah did not elaborate, 
but said: “The budget and 
planning organisation will not 
function os before. It will 
be changed." 

The monarch’s concern about 
development problems, which 
have been accompanied by cri- 


tical power shortages, was ref- 
lected in the composition of 
the new government. 

The royal axe fell chiefly on 
the ministers in charge of bud- 
get and planning, labour, road 
and transport, commerce, ene- 
rgy, industry and agriculture. 

Eleven members of the out- 
going cabinet were retained. 
Foreign Minister Abbas Ali 
Khalatbari and Finance and Ec- 
onomy Minister Houshang An- 
sari were among several who 
kept their portfolios. 

Another was Education Mini- 
ster Manouchehr Ganji, who 
also took over responsibility 
for the Ministry of Science and 
Higher Education. 

The Shah said in his state- 
ment that education at all le- 
vels will be made free and 
universities will be given more 
independence, but will be requi- 
red to show more responsibility.

In addition to being Iran’s 
chief oil negotiator, Dr. Amou- 
zegar was also a Minister of 
State in the outgoing cabinet 
and General Secretary of the 
country’s only political parly, 
Rastakhiz. 

Deputy Court Minister Mo- 
hammad Baheri today succeed- 
ed Dr. Jamshid Amouzegar as 
General Secretary of Iran’s 
only political party Rastakhiz. 

Dr. Amouzegar relinquished 
the post on his appointment 
Sunday as Prime Minister. 

But the prime minister will 
head the party's political bu- 
reau. 

The party was created three 
years ago when the Shah of 
Iran abolished the multi-party 
system. 

Oil specialist 

Dr. Amouzegar is expected 
to relinquish his responsibilities 
for petroleum affairs. 

The key Budget and Plan- 
ning Organisation was entru- 


sted to another oil specialist, 
Mohammad Yeganeh. 

The new prime minister won 
a reputation as a tough and 
skillful negotiator after persua- 
ding western oil companies to 
pay more for Iranian crude in 
1971. 

Observers said that given 
time and careful planning, Dr. 
Amouzegar could be expected 
to solve the problems the Shah 
has entrusted him with. 

Dr. Amouzegar flew to the 
Casnian Sea resort of Now- 
shahr, where the monarch is on 
holiday, to present his cabinet 
He returned to Tehran later 
Sunday and held his first cab- 
inet meeting. 

Despite its oil wealth, Iran 
has suffered from a power 
shortage mainly due to over- 
olanning and over- enthusiasm. 
Powers cuts of up to five hours 
affected production in factories 
and agriculture this summer. 

The Shah ordered cabinet 
reshuffles last November and 
'again in February, bringing in 
new ministers to tackle port 
congestion and education pro- 
blems. 

He also set up an imperial 
commission to investigate and 
prevent wastages and delays in 
development projects. 

Improved port facilities have 
eliminated the congestion which 
cost the country an estimated 
$1,000 million in surcharges. 

Huge quantities of goods are 
still lying around the port 
areas, however. because of 
transport difficulties including 
a shortage of lorries and driv- 
ers. 

To help him run his first 
cabinet, Dr. Amouzegar has 
five assistants including Gen. 
Nematollah Nassiri and Dr. 
Akbar Etemad. 

Savak 

General Nasiri remains head 
of- the extensive National Se- 
curity organisation, Savak, and 
Dr. Etemad also keeps his post 
as Chief of Iran’s Atomic Ene- 
rgy Organisation. 

The new prime minister stu- 
died as a youth at Cornell 
University. New York, and la- 
ter served under a U.S. aid 
programme in Iran. 

He often went on long trips 
to remote villages on foot, 
and on one of these journeys 
fell ill with guinea worm dis- 
ease. He was cured by an ope- 
ration after suffering from the 
disease for a long time 
Dr. Amouzegar joined the 
Health Ministry as Deputy 
Head of the Sanitary Depart- 
ment and became Under-Sec- 
retary in 1953. He became a 
cabinet minister for the first 
time three years later, at the 
age of 35. 

He is married to an Austrian. 
They have no children.

Salisbury blasted by 
2nd bomb in 36 hours 


SALISBURY. Aug. 8 (R). — 
The second bomb attack to 
blast Salisbury in 36 hours cut 
rail lines on the outskirts of the 
city early today, heightening 
fears that black nationalist 
guerrillas have brought their 
war against white rule from 
the bush into the cities. 

The explosion at 1.40 a.m. 
caused no casualties but ripped 
up track and damaged the 
steel bed of a rail bridge over 
the Marimba river. The railway 
line links the capital with the 
northern Sindia district.

AMMAN (J.T.) — A 19-year veteran of the U.S. Congress 
has raid that if the newly enacted American legislation to 
counter the Arab boycott of Israel proves detrimental to 
American companies doing business in the Arab World, the 
legislation would probably be changed. 

Chicago Republican House of Representatives member 
Edward Derwinski, who is on a tour of five Arab countries, 
told the Jordan Times in an interview here Monday evening 
that the boycott legislation was "a compromise that was 
considerably less stringent than the original proposals,” and 
that the final legislation was a result of "a moderating 

e ^°^t*h^^Srf^that if the law proved to be “unrealistic” 
or "imperfect” in that it hampered American companies’ 
business dealings In the vast Middle East market, it would 

** the application of the legisla- 

tion, and ft will be six or nine months at least before the 
bureaucratic regulations are issued, applied and interpreted, 
and then we can make a reappraisal," Congressman Derwin- 
sU said. 

He said that Congress was certainly more vulnerable 
than the president to pressure by lobbying groups such as 
the pro-Israeli lobby, and he thought that Congress has 
become "over-involved In the precise details of foreign 
affaire." 

He added: "We can’t have 535 legislators all being 
part-time secretaries of state." _ „ 

Representative Derwinski, who is on the House Inter- 
national Affairs Committee, and as such has dealt with the 
Middle st situation for many years, said that "there can 
be no final solution to the Middle East conflict without the 
Palestinians’ voice being heard.” 

He questioned whether the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
sation accurately represented the majority Palestinian opin- 
ion, but ho conceded that "the PLO is the best organised, 
most ■ visible and most vocal Palestinian grouping, and as 
«uch it has to be Involved la the Geneve talks. They’re there, 
and tbey*re a factor, and they have to be part of the nego- 
tiating' process." 

He doubted the Geneva talks would take place this 
■fclt and suggested that a “perfunctory meeting" could take 
P“t« hr Geneva hr December to sec the stage for more 


substantial talks in the beginning of 1978. 

Asked if PLO acceptance of a modified U.N. Security 
Council resolution 242 that treats the Palestinians as a 
people with national and political rights would elicit a 
return recognition of the Palestinians from the Israelis, he 
replied: 'That's obviously the toughest part of the nego- 
tiations, but it must be attempted. It’s a tough nut to crack.” 
He thought the creation of a Palestinian "entity” on 
the West Bank and Gaza would not draw too many Pales- 
tinians back there, but that “the option for the Palestinians 
of going back to such a place would be psychologically 
important.” 

He said that, being a politician and a candidate himself, 
he thought people have to take statements made during a 
political electoral campaign with a bit of scepticism, and 
suggested that Israeli Premier Menachem Begin “would 
recognise now that he is an official with responsibilities that 
some of his campaign statements don’t apply any more.” 

He suggested that Mr. Begin “would like to go down 
in history as the man who helped Israel make peace, and 
not a man who intensified the war.” 

Mr. Derwinski is also a member of the House Interna- 
tional Relations Sub-Committee on International Organisa- 
tions, and as such has dealt with the issue of America’s 
threat to withdraw from the International Labour Organisa- 
tion (7LO). 

He said that given the issue that brought on the Ameri- 
can threat in the first place - - which he identified as whether 
or not free labour movements could exist in communist 
countries fills answer : no) - - then the American labour 
movement is "correct” in its determination to quit the ILO. 

He called it a “drastic step”, but added : “3 don’t quar- 
rel with it.” 

Asked if the decision to leave the ILO would be made 
jointly by the U.S. government and the labour movement, 
he said policy in this area has been shaped mainly by the 
AFL-CIO labour movement, and Congress and the executive 
branch of the U.S. government would certainly go along 
with whatever were decided within the next twe months 
by the Executive Committee of the AFL-CIO (American 
Federation of Labour-Congress of Industrial Organisations). 

He said, however, that “there is still time to work this 
out. though I would not be surprised if we went ali the way 
and withdrew from the ILO.” 

Mr. Derwinski leaves Amman for Damascus Tuesday 
morning, from where he will travel to Bahrain, Khartoum. 
Alexandria and Cairo.

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter, accompanying 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce on his Middle East peace 
mission, quoted the Saudi Ara- 
bians as saying the PLO would 
declare a change in its attitude 
to U.N. Security Council Reso- 
lution 242 -- approved in the 
aftermath of the 1967 Arab- Is- 
raeli war. 

The word was given to Mr. 
Vance last night by Saudi Fo- 
reign Minister Prince Saud AJ 
Feysal only hours before Presi- 
dent Carter said Palestinian ac- 
ceptance of Resolution 242 
would permit the United States 
to open relations with the PLO. 

Carter sees improvement 

In his hometown of Plains, 
Georgia, President Carter said 
prospects for reconvening a 
full-scale Middle East peace 
conference in Geneva had im- 
proved because of a possibility 
that the PLO might recognise 
Israel’s right to exist 

1 hope we can work out 
something about the Palestin- 
ians,” Mr. Carter said. “That is 
the biggest problem now.” 

Until now the PLO has refu- 
sed to accept Resolution 242, 
which calls for “a just settle- 
ment of the refugee problem.” 
The PLO wants the Wording 
changed to include a reference 
to the national rights of the 
Palestinian people. 

If the phrasing were changed 
to the PLO’s satisfaction - - and 
if It accepted the rest of the 
resolution -- a major break- 
through in Middle East politics 
could be on the way. 

'Tf the Palestinians should 
say “we recognise 242 in its 
entirety but we think the Pa- 
lestinians have additional sta- 
tus other than just refugees”, 
that would suit us okay,” the 
president said. 

President Carter said he 
would know more about the 
situation after he received a re- 
port later today from Mr. Van- 
ce. 

Mr. Carter added that the 
United States would not meet 
Palestinian leaders as long as 
they were committed to Israel's 
destruction. 

He said Mr. Vance might go 
back to some of the Arab coun- 
tries he has already visited for 
fresh discussions about a pos- 
sible breakthrough regarding 
the PLO, its attitude to Israel, 
and its possible participation at 
Geneva. 

A PLO spokesman In Beirut 
tonight denied that the Organi- 
sation was planning to change 
its stand on Resolution 242. 

The spokesman, an official of 
the PLO unified information 


command said “We are not 
ready to change our stand on 
242, and we axe not ready to 
recognise Israel.” 

A PLO representative in Am- 
man told Reuters today that 
any question about Resolution 
242 would have to be decided

Asked what sort of statement 
the United States would expect 
from the Palestinian leadership, 
the Department spokesman said 
the content and authority be- 
hind it would be examined at 
the time it was delivered. 

He said he did not know ex- 
actly what the PLO would do, 
of when. 

The contents of the PLO sta- 
tement , depending on exactly 
what is said, could have a ma- 
jor impact on efforts to con- 
vene a successful peace confe- 
rence in the near future. 

The United States has said 
it is willing to have talks with 
the PLO providing it either ac- 
cepted the existence of Israel 
or accepted Resolution 242. 

President Carter In an inter- 
view with Time Magazine indi- 
cated he also favoured Palesti- 
nian participation at the Gene- 
va conference, but he said he 
was not certain whether Israel 
would accept PLO participation. 

Begin recalcitrant 

Israeli premier Menachem 
Begin denounced the PLO again 
today, saying Israel would not 
negotiate with “an organisation 
which has aspirations of geno- 
cide.” 

Last night, PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat said the PLO de- 
manded establishment of a so- 
vereign state on national soil 
and would make no peace with 
or recognise the enemy. 

Mr. Vance had two hours of 
talks with the foreign minister 
in this Saudi summer moun- 
tain retreat last night and spent 
four and one-half hours with 
Crown Prince Fahd and Print* 
Saud today, during which King 
Khaled joined them for one and 
one quarter hours. 

The Department spokesman 
said Mr. Vance’s talks consti- 
tuted an “excellent exchange” 
and “very good meetings,” and 
dealt primarily with questions 
of substance in the Middle East 
dispute. 


King Hussein encouraged 
by talks with Vance 


AMMAN, Aug. 8 (Agencies). — 
His Majesty King Hussein said 
Sunday be was encouraged by 
Middle East peace proposals 
brought by Mr. Vance and ho- 
ped they could lead to success- 
ful peace talks at Geneva. 

“Our friends mean business," 
the King told reporters accom- 
panying Mr. Vance at a press 
conference at Hashimiyeh Pala- 
ce. 

The King said Mr. Vance had 
brought with him principles 
that could form the basis for 
a framework for peace. 


Clashes continue in south Lebanon 
as Israeli involvement confirmed 


SIDON, Aug. 8 (R). — Leban- 
on's civil war protagonists po- 
unded each other today in the 
southern region after an artil- 
lery duel during the right which 
killed or wounded 24 people, 
travellers said. 

Lebanese rightist gunners en- 
trenched in Qlei’a and Marje- 
youn exchanged fire with 
their adversaries in fill Ai 
Saqi, Khyam and Arnoun. 

The travellers said a number 
of shells fell in the market 
town of Nabatiyeh, causing IS 
casualties. 

Ibl AJ Saqi had also its 
share and six more people were 
killed or wounded, they added. 

Palestinian sources said Is- 
raeli gunners joined the right- 
ists in shelling the Argoub 
area. 

In Jerusalem Israeli Premier 
Menachem Begin publicly dis- 
closed for the first time today 
that Israeli gunners have been 
firing over the Lebanese bor- 


der in support of Christian for- 
ces fighting Palestinians in sou- 
thern Lebanon. 

Without Israeli military as- 
sistance, he said, the Christians 
would have been “totally wip- 
ed out” in regions close to the 
frontier with the Jewish state. 

Addressing a U.S. fundrais- 
ing group, Mr. Begin said of 
the Lebanese Christians : 

**We help them militarily. It 
should not be a secret. Public 
opinion in the United States 
and throughout the Christian 
world should know it. Without 
our military help the Christian 
minority would have been to- 
tally wiped out long ago. 

“So we help them. When the 
barrage is opened on the Chr- 
istian villages we train our fire 
on the origins of the hostile 
fire and then it quietens down.” 

Meanwhile explosive charges 
Sunday destroyed a two-storey 
building housing the office of 
the rightwing Phalangist party 


in a mountain village north 
east of Beirut, the Party’s ra- 
dio reported. 

It did not refer to any casu- 
alties. 

The radio also reported two 
explosions in a Christian dis- 
trict of Beirut early this mor- 
ning, causing material da m age 
l it no casualties. 

There has been an Increas- 
ing wave of bomb explosions 
recently in Beirut and nearby 
areas, believed caused by per- 
sonal rivalries. 

In another development 
money-changers in the west 
side of Beirut went on a partial 
strike today in protest against 
Bn armed robbery involving one 
of their colleagues over the 
weekend. 

Police sources said thieves 
broke into a leading money 
changer’s office in fashionable 
A1 Hamra street on Saturday, 
held customers at gunpoint and 
fled with an undisclosed amo- 
unt of money. 


*T am very satisfied and en- 
couraged by the frankness, the 
sincerity, more than the usual 
superficial look into matters, 
the real and sincere close look 
our friends have taken at all 
the problems,” King Hussein 
said. 

“If we concentrate in the 
main on substance, if we final- 
ly make progress, then Geneva 
would conceivably be a suc- 
cess.” 

The king said his two days 
of talks with Mr. Vance left 
him “very impressed with Ame- 
rican determination. He also 
praised President Carter’s mo- 
ral courage. 

King Hussein hinted at a pos- 
sible way of dealing with what 
has been described as the key 
procedural question in the way 
of reconvened Geneva talks 
whether and how to seat Pa- 
lestinian representatives. 

He said Jordan “very firm- 
ly and very clearly” supported 
the right of Palestinians, possi- 
bly under international assis- 
tance, to hold a plebiscite for 
self determination on the West 
Bank. 

On representation at Geneva, 
the King proposed that the 
question could be avoided as 
one of procedure if the subs- 
tantive question could be deci- 
ded in advance of a conference. 

"If we know where we are 
headed and we know what the 
results are likely to be I think 
that many of the obstacles that 
may appear insurmountable at 
this stage will cease to give the 
same appearance,” he said. 

King Hussein said : ''I’ve 
been portrayed as a pessimist 
over a long period of time. 

“I was a cautious optimist. 
It’s going to be a long and I 
hope successful effort there. 
(At Geneva). . 

“But what encourages us 

most fa the attitude that Wa- 
shington is taking and the de- 
termination, that is so appar- 
ent. Hopefully the results will 
be successful." 
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Slamming the door 


Despite some obvious reluctance to. make the 
leap, there is no doubt a powerful alignment of 
forces within the PLO in favour of accepting U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 242 in a modified form, 
making it clear that the Palestinians are not merely 
a group of refugees but a people with rights. The PLO 
will not itself take this decision (hence the guarded 
denials by the organisation) but will leave it up to 
the Palestinian National Council. The Central Council, 
a body which liases between the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee and the National Council, is meeting on Aug. 
16 and it would be strange indeed if the matter were 

not referred to the PNC. 

* 

Yet no sooner was it known that such a major 
breakthrough towards the resumption of Middle East 
peace talks was in sight than Mr. Menachem Begin 
hastened to slam the door shut in the face of this 

most promising development to date. 

Mr. Begin is saying that he will not talk to the 
PLO, claiming a prior agreement with the U.S. that 
would allow Israel to bar the entry of any party other 
than the original participants in the Geneva talks - - 
leaving the PLO out in the cold. Such an agreement 
would be strange indeed in view of President Carter's 

declaration of the willingness of his administration to 
establish contacts with the organisation once it ac- 
cepts resolution 242 with the required modifications. 
Such an act on the part of the American president 
would make Israel’s intransigence on the PLO ques- 
tion untenable. 

Israel does have an alternative, nevertheless. It 
can agree to full withdrawal from the territories oc- 
cupied In 1967 and give advance guarantees that it 
will recognise the right of the Palestinians to self- 
determination and a homeland on the West Bank. Yet 
one of these two alternatives it must choose, other- 
wise it will be clear that Israel was using the PLO’s 
refusal to recognise it as a pretext for avoiding the 
Palestinian question in its entirety. It has not yet 
dawned on the Israelis that the Palestinians have 
become a fixed part of the landscape of peace. With- 
out a willingness to come to terms with this fact, 
Israel’s insistence on a “real peace” is a sham and a 
mockery, concealing nothing more than an Israeli 
appetite for access to Arab markets. 

Peace is a question of people, not just trade 
relations. It is to the credit of the Americans that they 
are showing awareness of this fact, even if the 
Israelis are doing their best to bury their heads in 
the sand. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT, Monday, said that 
Israel had tried to exploit the 
difference between the points 
of view of Egypt and Syria, 
over the holding of a prelimi- 
nary meeting of Middle East- 
ern foreign ministers, to say 
that the tour by U.S. Secreta- 
ry of State Cyrus Vance is a 
failure because the Arabs are 
not unanimous in their app- 
roaches to peace and are not 
even “ready for peace". When, 
however, a united Arab stand 
appeared, Israel dropped the 
earlier charges and turned to 
philosophising on side and pro- 
cedural issues which ought not 
to be raised before the sub- 
stantive issues related to peace 

negotiations are determined. 
The paper thought this Isra- 
eli “propaganda game” to have 
been the reason why President 
Carter, on Sunday, felt the 
need to ask that emphasis 
should not be placed on the 
“negative aspects” which have 
faced Mr. Vance's tour but on 
the many positive attitudes 
which the U.S. secretary has 
found among his hosts. 

AL DUSTOUR spoke of Is- 
raeli insistence on “drowning" 
the American peace effort in 
a sea of details in the hope 
of gaining time pending a cha- 
nge in some aspect of the 
present political climate which 
would free Israel of all com- 
mitments to peace. The paper 
warned that this Israeli stra- 
tegy is dangerous because it 
■'blinds itself" to the numerous 
elements which threaten to 
bring the whole area to the 
centre of a tremendous explo- 
sion. 

AL SHA’B said that His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein's press 
conference on Sunday empha- 
sised, to the American corres- 
pondents accompanying Mr. 
Vance on his Middle Eastern 


tour, that the basic conditions 
for peace in the area are Is- 
raeli withdrawal from all oc- 
cupied Arab territories and 
the recognition of the right of 
the Palestinian people to self- 
determination on their nation- 
al homeland. The idea of a 
conference at Geneva emerged 
from an acceptance of these 
two conditions as expressed 
in United Nations Resolutions 
242 and 338. The paper said 
that the “escapism” of Israeli 
leaders, which drives them to 
insist on a preconditionless 
Geneva conference, will only 
result in the failure of the 
conference. However, precon- 
ditions are something other 
than a framework regulating 
peace negotiations. U.N. reso- 
lutions constitute a framework 
for the conference and, as 
such, any effort to convene 
these talks without the prior 
acceptance of this framework 
can only be an attempt to 
escape from peace. 

AL AKHBAR launched an 
attack on the whole idea of 
an American peace effort on 
the grounds that it can only 
pay attention to the interests 
of the “American empire” and 
not to those of the parties in- 
volved. The UJ5. attempt to 
make peace in the area igno- 
res the international forum of 
the United Nations and any 
role which other big nations 
or political blocs may be able 
to play. Since the U.S. can- 
not convince us that it is a 
disinterested mediator “which 
is unable to pressure Israel” 
or that Israel is free to give 
up its attachment to the U.S., 
the results of Mr. Vance’s 
tour can only be known al- 
ready. Anything the U.S. ad- 
ministration will produce in 
the area wttl be conditioned 
by American interests. 


Pregnant 
woman shot 
to death 


AMMAN (J.T.). — A young 
woman - - four months preg- 
nant * - was murdered by her 
brother, sister and cousin in 
Jabal Hussein Monday. 

One of the two men pumped 
four bullets into her body, 
while the other stabbed her in 
the neck with a knife. 

Her sister lured her away 
from her business by telling 
her that arrangements were 
being made for her to work in 
the Gulf. 

She was driven away in a 
Fiat car and met by her brother 
and cousin. One of them fired 
four shots at her, while the 
other stabbed her. The sister, 
brother and cousin all escaped. 

The girl’s husband reported 
the incident to the police, who 
found the back seat of the car 
spattered with blood. After en- 
quiries, the police followed the 
murderers and caught up with 
their car. 

The sister, the brother and 
cousin were arrested in posses- 
sion of the murder weapons. 

Although the police did not 
release any Information on the 
motive, sources close to the 
family pointed out that the de- 
ceased, a Christian, was mar- 
ried to a Moslem, and that this 
had caused a family dispute. 

Dabbas arrives 
in Iraq for road 
transport talks 

AMMAN (JNA). — Minister of 
Finance Mohammad Dabbas 
arrived in Baghdad Sunday on 
a week-long visit for talks on 
road transport between the two 
countries. 

He told reporters before his 
departure from Amman that 
his talks would cover a number 
of issues of common interest, 
in particular Iraq's interest in 
leasing a piece of land at 
Aqaba's free zone for the stor- 
age of goods imported through 
the port.

JD 7m timber complex in Aqaba to 
supply M.E. construction industry

AMMAN f J.T.) Arab finance and 
Malaysian raw materials are 
joining forces to establish an 
integrated timber complex at 
Aqaba that will provide wood 
products for the vast Middie 
East construction industry. 

Plans are well underway to 
establish the Jordan Timber 
Company, which will own and 
operate a JD 7 million fully 
integrated timber complex 
along the southern shoreline at 
Aqaba (just north of the site 
of the new fertiliser plant that 
will go up there soon). 

The Jordan Timber Company 
(JTC) will be established in 
November with an equity of 
JD 3 million, which will be 
owned by the Jordanian Pen- 
sion Fund (30 per cent); the 
Arab Investment for Asia Com- 
pany (a Kuwaiti-dominated 
investment company registered 
in Singapore) and its affiliates 
(30 per cent); the Housing 
Bank (five per cent); the Indus- 
trial Development Bank (five 
per cent); and the remaining 30 
per cent to be floated as 
shares on the Jordanian market 
in October. 

The General Manager of -the 
Pension Fund, Mr. Basil Jarda- 
neh, told the Jordan Times in 
an interview here Monday that 
the plant aims to produce 
100,000 cubic metres per year 
of various types of sawnwood, 
plywood and particle boards, 
as well as 500-1.000 prefabri- 
cated housing units. 

Total production will be 
worth JD 9 million per year, of 
which half is earmarked for 
the Jordanian market and half 
for the neighbouring Arab 
states, particularly Syria and 
the Gulf oil producers with 
their booming and apparently 
insatiable construction materi- 
als appetite. 

A contract was signed here 
this week between the Pension 
Fund and the Arab Sarawak 
Timber Industries Company of 
Malaysia for the latter to sup- 
ply the Jordan Timber Comp- 
any with 90,000 cubic metres of 
hardwood logs per year. This 
represents 75 per cent of the 
timber complex’s anticipated 
requirements, with the remain- 
ing 25 per cent to be bought 
in the local market, Mr. Jarda- 
neh said. 

At present international mar- 
ket prices, the ten-year con- 
tract with the Arab Sarawak 
Timber Industries Company 
(AST2C) is worth over JD 2 


million per year. (ASTIC is 
owned 40 per cent by the 
Arab Investment for Asia Com- 
pany. and 60 per cent by the 
Sarawak state government). 

The Aqaba plant will employ 
468 people, and will start up 
production within 14 months, 
with full production slated for 
26 months from now. Mr. Jar- 
daneh says special precautions 
will be taken to safeguard the 
environmental well-being of 
the Aqaba Gulf area. 

One of the features of the 
project that makes it economi- 
cally feasible, is that the logs 
will be brought to Aqaba 
from Malaysia by time-charter 
ships that will be hired to 
carry Jordanian raw phosphate 
to East Asian markets. 

The Aqaba plant will inclu- 
de a huge pond, where logs will 
be unloaded without any wait- 
ing time for the ships coming 
from Malaysia. 

The prefabricated housing 
part of the plant is secondary 
to the main wood products 
production function, but this 
may grow later because prefab 
technology allows the con- 
struction of single-storey build- 
ings at a low cost of JD 50 

Water crisis 
over, Amman 
mayor states 

AMMAN (JNA). — The water 
crisis in Amman is over, the 
Mayor of Amman, Mr. Ma'an 
Abu Nuwwar, announced Mon- 
day. 

All districts are now suppli- 1 
ed with water through a new 
network installed by the muni- 
cipality, he added. 

' Mr. Abu Nuwwar called on 
citizens to notify the municipa- 
lity in case water does not 
reach any district or house. 


per square metre. The prefab- 
ricated units can also be used 
to build hospitals, schools and 
other such facilities, as well as 
homes. 

The Jordan Timber Company 
plans to build a housing village 
for its employees at the site of 
the Aqaba plant, which will 
also serve as a demonstration 
facility for the prefabricated 
building materials. 

A technical partner for the 
project will be selected soon, 
and is likely to be either a 
Japanese or South Korean 
company. 

According to the feasibility 
study for the project, produc- 
tion figures will be as follows : 
54,000 cubic metres of sawn- 
wood per year; 22,500 cubic 
metres of plywood; 23,900 cu- 
bic metres of particle boards; 
509-1,000 prefabricated housing 
units. 


Transit of W. Bank 
agricultural goods 
banned, Hebron 
official states 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Aug. 
8 (R). -i— Jordan recen t ly ban* 
red the transit of agricultural' 
exports from the occupied West 
Bank through its territory to 
neighbouring Arab states, the 
Municipality Secretary of He- 
bron said yesterday.

Educational accord 
signed with Syria 


DAMASCUS, Aug. 8 (JNA). — 
Jordan and Syria signed an 
executive programme here to- 
day to implement a cultural ac- 
cord for the 1977/78 scholastic 
year. 

Under the accord. Jordan 
wiR be allotted 607 seats tn 
Syrian universities and inter- 
mediate schools, as well as 79 
annual scholarships for Jorda- 
nian students. The accord also 
stipulates the need for cultural 
visits by education ministry 
specialists, the organisation of 
training courses in the use of 
television in education, the hol- 
ding of student camps and the 
encouragement of sporting and 
scholastic trips. 

It calls for an exchange of 
sports teams, teaching staff and 
research studies on educational, 
cultural, scientific and techni- 
cal problems. 

In the field of arts and anti- 
quities, it urges visits by spe- 
cialists, the organisation of art 
exhibitions, an exchange of 
educational, cultural and docu- 
mentary films and the coordin- 
ation of work related to anti- 
quities and archaeology hi the 
two countries. 

In the field of information, 
it covers the Implementation of 
all information accords and 
executive programmes conclu- 
ded between the ministries of 


information in Jordan and Sy- 
ria. 

The executive programme 
was signed for Jordan, by Mt 
nister of Education Abdul Sa- 
lam Majali and for Syria by his 
opposite number, Dr. Shaker 
Fabham. 

At the end of their talks, 
which started here Saturday, 
the Jordanian and Syrian sides 
agreed to prepare two seminars 
in Amman and Damascus to 
discuss educational systems in 
the two countries. 

They also agreed that the 
two committees preparing a 
joint educational strategy 
should continue their work and 
that subcommittees should be 
set up to unify secondary, in- 
dustrial and commercial stu- 
dies.

As to the definitions of 
human rights, they were given 
broadly by Mr. Vance, in a 
speech on April 30, as person- 
al freedoms, enjoyment of civil 
and political liberties, and ade- 
quate food, shelter, health care 
and education. 

Mr. Vance built much flexi- 
bility into his definitions, say- 
ing a doctrinaire approach to 
human rights would be "as 
dangerous as indifference."

a principle called the “product cycle”. It re- 
fers to the trend where the trade of a certain 
product starts at a low point, moves upward 
until It re a c he s a maximum and then tumbles 
down. 

The best example which may be cited 
here is the Swiss watch. I remember when 
the word "Swiss- made” was a sure sign of 
quality. When the Japanese started their sta- 
unch campaign to win that market I was am- 
ong the ones who laughed my guts out. 

Nowadays, the oriental watches are win- 
ning the market at an alarming rate. The Swiss 
are quite baffled, and a notable Swiss watch 
maker promised a bombshell that would re- 
gain the market to its rightful owners. 

But this is not likely. The Japanese are 
quite adept at the game of imitating other in- 
dustries. Once that is accomplished, they int- 
roduce certain innovations which appeal to the 
masses, and thus win large shares of the mar - 
kets traditionally belonging to others. 

Here in Jordan, we eye the Swiss total de- 
velopment experience with admiration. A sm- 
all country consisting of three main nationali- 
ties and three languages have managed to 
turn its economy from a mercenary-exporting 
country almost 60 years ago to one of the 


most opulent countries of the world. 

We should benefit from that experience, 
yet we must not ape it. We have here our so- 
cial values which make us a little bit different. 

Yet the Swiss experience can be quite he- 
lpful in teaching us the art of development 
in the midst of turmoil and devastating wars. 
We should also learn the art of harmonising 
minorities In one melting pot that could help 
us reach our agreed upon goals. 

However, we should not base our economy 
on watch-making, an art that is constantly 
threatened by the shrewd-eyed Japanese. 

HJLH. Prince Hass&n made that point qu- 
ite dear in his lecture on the dimensions of 
economic development in Jordan last Thurs- 
day. “We can derive lessons from the Swiss 
experience" he said, “But we cannot ape it.” 

In the midst of our search for the right de- 
velopment formula we could be tempted to 
copy.

Kountche called 
Oh African heads of state to 
kpeak out. 

’What perhaps is increasingly 
earning the Polisario Front ad- 
miration is its degree of res- 
ponsibility. Independent sour- 
ces have talked of the humane 
treatment the guerrillas give 
to prisoners and Polisario offi- 
cials have publicly denounced 
terrorism as a means of achi- 
eving their objective. 

When in July the Mauritani- 
an Ambassador to France, Ould 
Ghanahallahs, was shot and 
wounded In Paris, the Front 
disclaimed responsibility fol- 


lowing reports that It~was car- 
ried out In its name. 

The information minister of 
the Sahawri government called 
the shooting a “provocation 
aimed at harming the credit of 
the Sahara people and spread- 
ing confusion.” The Front- has 
been gaining much support in 
recent months in France. While 
its present military and diplo- 
matic strength cannot guaran- 
tiee the withdrawal of Moroc- 
co and Mauritania from Wes- 
tern Sahara, attention is being 
focused on the special me- 
eting scheduled in October, 
as decided by the OAU 
summit in Libreville m June.

PARIS, Aug. 8 (R). — Pledges 
totalling about $9.5 billion 
were made by rich industrial 
and oil exporting countries 
here this weekend to a new 
international Fund to help na- 
tions struggling with excessi- 
ve payments deficits. 

The 14 governments answe- 
red an appeal by the Manag- 
ing Director of the IMF, Dr. 
Johannes Witteveen, who pre- 
sided over the conference Sat- 
urday. 

Saudi Arabia is by far the 
biggest contributor, with a 
promise of $2.5 billion. The 
United States leads the seven 
industrial countries who are 
putting up $1.7 billion.

LONDON. Aug. 8 <R). — - Bri- 
tain’s Argyll Field, the first 
North Sea oil field to go into 
production, is beginning to 
run dry, a government spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

Some analysts had predic- 
ted the field would produce .a 
total of 70 million barrels of 
oil when production began in 
1975. However, a Department 
of Energy spokesman said yes- 
terday the field was now ex- 
pected to yield about 22 mil- 
lion barrels in all. 

Situated 170 miles east of 
Edinburgh, the field is smaller 
than the Pipe or Forties Fields 
but oil production there had 
been expected to go on well 
into the 1980’s. 

However water has been fo- 
und In the oil reservoir and 
production has already fallen 
sharply. Unless additional oil 
is found, the well could close 
down by the end of next year 
according to oil industry ex- 
perts. 

The difference between the 
latest estimates of the field’s 
oil reserves and what had been 
predicted could mean a loss 
of nearly £100 million for the 
British government, the ex- 
perts said. However, the en- 
ergy spokesman said the de- 


partment had never expected 
more than 30-35 million bar- 
rels from his field. 

No water problems have 
been encountered in other oil 
fields but the latest develop- 
ment has prompted feats of 
an earlier decline in North 


Sea oil output than expected.

NICOSIA, Aug. 8 (Agencies) 
— Archbishop Makarios. who 
died on Wednesday aged 64, 
was buried today on the hill- 
side near here where he began 
his religious training. 

Only two foreign beads of 
state, those from Greece and 
Malta, were present for the 
funeral of the president of 
Cyprus and architect of tbe 
divided island's independence. 

But tens of thousands of 
Greek-Cypriots, many of them 
sobbing uncontrollably, lined 
the funeral cortege route to 
the Basilica of P&ilouritsa, 
where rites were held. 

Delegations from around the 
world plus the hierarchy of 
the Eastern Orthodox Church 
also looked on as the coffin, 
draped in the flags of Greece 
and Cyprus, was drawn thro- 


KHARTOUM, Aug. 8 (Agen- 
cies) — Sudanese President 
Jaafar Nimeiri has issued a ge- 
neral amnesty for all Sudanese 
convicted of illegal acts after 
May 23, 1969. the Sudan news 
agency SUNA reported today. 

The amnesty announced last 
night covers all offences, 
including military rebellion and 
sedition, the agency added. 

Over 100 prisoners convicted 
under the state security act 
were released yesterday, SUNA 
said. 

The amnesty follows Gen. 
Nimeiri's announcement last 

month that he had begun con- 
tacting “dissidents" in Sudan 
and outside the country with 
a view to getting their collabo- 


ugh the streets on a gun car- 
riage towed by a Land Rover. 

Hie regular report of a sing- 
le artillery gun interspersed 
the peal of church bells, ring- 
ing across the capital since 
dawn. 

Escorted tty 5,000 National 
Guardsmen, their Soviet-made 
Kalashnikov sub-machineguns 
held tight to the chest with 
both bands, the gun carriage 
was followed by bishops of the 
Cypriot Orthodox Church, me- 
mbers of the government and 
associates of the late arch- 
bishop. 

Sunlight glinted on the arch- 
bishop's sacradotal jewels and 
ceremonial vestments, borne on 
satin cushions by the bishops. 

Virtually all of Nicosia’s 
150,000 residents lined the 
road hours before the funeral 


ration in achieving national 
unity. 

Prominent among those ap- 
proached in the moves towards 
reconciliation is ex-Premier 
Sadiq A1 Mahdi, who is curren- 
tly living in London. 

In the past two weeks, 900 
prisoners have been released 
from jail. and the cases of 
those serving terms for politi- 
cal offences are under review. 

President Nimeiri told a po- 
lice congress in Khartoum on 
Saturday : "My call for nation- 
al unity was a call for all Su- 
danese in every place to parti- 
cipate -- with the honesty of 
nationalism - - in the people's 
march for building this coun- 


procession began. 

The archbishop's body, which 
had lain in state at SL- John's 
Cathedral here, was placed on 
the gun carriage by six super- 
ior officers of the Greek-Cyp- 
riot National Guard. 

Women wailed as the coffin 
drew past, some of them drop- 
ping rose petals on it, others 
reaching out to kiss it. 

Inside the Basilica, facing 
the funeral platform, Orthodox 
spiritual leaders from through- 
out the Middle East were join- 
ed by ambassadors from arou- 
nd the world. ' 

Among the best-known gov- 
ernment leaders present were 
Prime Ministers Mamdouh Sa- 
lem of Egypt and Abul Rah- 
man Khleifawi of Syria. Pre- 
miers of most British Coin* 
monwealth nations were also 
in attendance. 

Representing the United 
States was a delegation in- 
cluding Mrs. Ruth Carter Sta- 
pleton, sister of President 
Jimmy Carter, plus Supreme 
Court Chief Justice Warren 
Burger and Mr. Clark Clifford 
the president’s special envoy 
to Athens, Ankara and Nico- 
sia. 

The archbishop's final rest- 
ing place will be a mausoleum 
blasted out of rock in the mo- 
untains and commanding a 
panoramic view of much of 
Cyprus. 

The mausoleum, which seems 
certain to become a Greek-Cy- 
priot shrine, is close to the 
archbishop’s native village of 
Panaya and the ilth century 
Monastery of Kykkos. where 
he had his religious studies. 

After the funeral. Greek- 
Cypriot leaders are expected to 
resume their efforts to find a 
successor to the archbishop.

KUALA LUMPUR, Aug. 8 
(R). — Five nations of South- 
east Asia wound up a week of 
summit diplomacy here today 
confident they have forged clo- 
ser links within the region and 
strengthened friendships with 
their pacific neighbours Japan, 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Leaders of Indonesia. Mal-

ago today. 

Today they also concluded 
their first talks as a group 
with the prime ministers of the 
three most developed nations 
of the area, Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand. 

It was a two-stage summit 
mainly of promises and intan- 
gibles. diplomats agreed. But 
the give-and-take atmosphere 
with pledges to work together 
and lack of recriminations over 
their differences boosted hopes 


LEBANESE RAPIST 
TO BE FLOGGED 
IN ABU DHABI 

ABU DHABI, Aug. 8 (R). — 
A religious court here has ja- 
iled a 22-year-old Lebanese 
for 12 years, for raping two 
foreign women, both married, 
and ordered him to receive a 
public flogging of 100 lashes. 
The public whipping was the 
first such penalty to be im- 
posed in the United Arab Emi- 
rates since civil courts were 
changed into religious courts 
earlier this year to enforce 
Islamic law. The man, Mr. 
Hass an Abdul Majeed Sa’d, is 
expected to be whipped in a 
public square here after next 
Friday’s noon prayers. He was 
also accused of attempting to 
rape 18 other women. Justice 
officials declined to identity 
or give the nationality of the 
two rape victims.

Mr. Muldoon promised to 
take steps to help ASEAN 
countries sell more of their 
primary products and other 
exports in the New Zealand 
market and said there was "not 
one word of criticism” of New 
Zealand's policies from the 
ASEAN leaders. 

From Japan's Prime Minis- 
ter Takeo Fukuda, ASEAN 
countries received promise 
that Tokyo would favourably 
consider giving $1 billion in 
soft-term credits for five joint 
ASEAN industrial projects if 
they are confirmed to be feasi- 
ble. 

Mr. Fukuda also agreed to 
examine ways of relaxing 
Japan’s trade barriers to allow 
in more ASEAN exports. But 
he was cautious on ASEAN’s 
request for $400 million to 
establish a commodity stabili- 
sation fund. 

Australia's Prime Minister. 
Mr. Malcolm Fraser, yesterday 
made no immediate conces- 
sions on ASEAN’s calls for 
freer conditions on Australia's 
no-strings-attached aid offer 
at the s ummi t talks.

BUDAPEST, Aug. 8 (R). — The United States and Britain tried to 
set up a permanent international forum on fomum rights at the 
Belgrade European Security Conference, die Hungarian Commu- 
nist Party dally Nepszabadsag said yesterday. 

Reviewing eight weeks of preparatory talks which aided last 
Friday, the newspaper said: "Washington and London attempted 
to harness the forthcoming Belgrade meeting in the service of a 
campaign launched under the pretext of human rights.” 

It said in an editorial that U.S.-British proposals that no time 
Omit should be put on the main conference this autumn was 
"tantamount to evolving some sort of constant international fo- 
rum to serve the campaign inspired by Washington.” 

But diplomatic negotiating at Belgrade did not walk Into the 
"marathon trap,” Neperahadsag said. 

Last Friday delegates from 33 European countries plus the 
United States and Canada formally adopted ground rules for a 
European Security Conference here In October. The agreement 
followed two mouths of hard bargaining.

Indira Gandhi 
returns to 
party politics 

NEW DELHI. Aug. 8 
(AFP). — Former Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi re- 
turned to active politics 
yesterday, g part in a 
Congress Party working co- 
mmittee meeting. 

Sources close to the party 
said Mrs. Gandhi had agre- 
ed to participate in the 
meeting after receiving in- 
formal assurances that she 
would have an important 
say in policy matters within 
the party. 

After tbe March legisla- 
tive elections in which the 
Congress Party was swept 
from office, Mrs. Gandhi an- 
nounced she would remain 
aloof for some time from 
public activities and party 
policy-making deliberations. 

The former prime minis- 
ter made no speech at yes- 
terday’s meeting but she re- 
portedly contributed signi- 
ficantly to the shaping of 
three resolutions constitut- 
ing the first major Congress 

policy pronouncements since 
tbe March elections. 

One resolution condemn- 
ed the policy of the ruling 
Janata Party, saying it 
would aggravate the coun- 
try’s inflation and that it 
favoured “tbe vested in- 
terests”. 

The second resolution cri- 
ticised "external pressures” 
on the government to devi- 
ate from India's chosen path 
of "self-reliance in the field 
of nuclear technology, clo- 
sing its options of explor- 
ing the possibilities of pea- 
ceful uses of nuclear explo- 
sion.” 

The third resolution ex- 
pressed the hope that the 
-government would not swe- 
rve from the path of non- 
alignment formulated by 
world leaders like Premier 
Nehru and Presidents Tito 
and Nasser. 

The Indian Samachar 
news agency had reported 
on Saturday that Mrs. 
Gandhi met Congress Party 
President K. Brahmananda 
Redd! and the party’s par- 
liamentary leader, Yesh- 
wantrao Chavan and infor- 
med them of her willingness 
to participate in the future 
deliberations of the party’s 
policy-making bodies.

The sources noted that South 
Yemen’s Prime Minister Ali 
Nasser Mohammad returned to 
Aden from Moscow last week, 
the Soviet Afro-Asian Solida- 
rity Committee had called for 
an immediate halt to the fight- 
ing and reported that the So- 
viet Union is urging its "Arab 
friends” to try to reconcile the 
two neighbouring states. 

The Organisation of African 
Unity’s (OAU) attempt to me- 
diate between Somalia and 
Ethiopia in their dispute has 
failed. 

Somalia today delivered a fi- 
nal snub to the committee by 
boycotting its closing session 
in Libreville. Gabon. 

The Somali delegation, hea- 
ded by Foreign Affairs Minis- 
ter Abderahman Jama Barre, 
has in fact boycotted the com- 
mittee's works since Saturday 
after stipulating conditions for 
taking part 

The delegation was returning 
to Mogadishu today. 

Mr. Barre told newsmen that 
Somalia withdrew from the ta- 
lks on Saturday "because we

!n a dispatch received in Nai- 
robi. said 35 Somali troops 
were killed as Ethiopian forces 
repulsed attacks on Thursday 
and Friday at the town of Ad- 
aba. in the mountains of Bale 
Province. 

Earlier this week Ethiopia 
said there had been fighting 
on a road near the town. The 
attacks are the closest to the 
capital reported since the war 
began in the Ogaden Desert 
two weeks ago and quickly 
spread westward towards the 
Ethiopian highlands 

Ethiopia has so far reported 
only victories in the fighting bur 
it implicitly confirmed WSLF 
claims to have captured towns 
and villages in the Ogaden 


and in Bale Province Saturday 
night when Addis Ababa Ra- 
dio said: 

*if the Somali clique with a 
temporary hold on our terri- 
tory. under this illusive five- 
pointed star of the greater So- 
malia. think that the 1 thiopian 
people will accept humiliation 
and the violation of their ter- 
ritory. they are grossly mista- 
ken.

SAPPORO. Japan, Aug. 8 
(R). — A volcano in the north- 
ern Japanese island of Sappo- 
ro erupted today for the seventh 
time in 24 hours, and earth 
tremors shook the area once 
a minute. 

Hot ash and debris from 
Mount Usu shot about 12 kms. 
into the sky. Police said more 
than 3.000 hectares of farm- 
land and crops, including su- 
gar beet and rice, had been 
ruined. Damage was put at six 
billion yen ($22 million). 

Sapporo meteorological offi- 
ce said an average of one 


tremor every minute was fdt 
around the 725 metre main. 

No injuries have been report- 
ed so for. Many of the 10,000 
people evacuated during the 
first eruption returned to their 
ash-coated homes today. 

Many of those who had to 
leave were tourists staying at 
Lake Toy© summer resort « 
the foot of the volcano. 

Traffic was stopped over t 
wide area around the three- 
peaked mountain as cascading 
ash made driving impossible. 

Mount Usu is about 75 ksa 
southwest of Sapporo. It last 
erupted in 1944. 


Demonstrations protest French court’s 
sentences on 8 anti-nuclear activists 


Weizman-Gur clash 
expected in Israel 

TEL AVIV, Aug. 8 (AFP) — Speculation mounted here today 
that relations between Defence Minister Ezer Weizman and 
armed forces Chief-of- Staff Gen. Mordechai Gur were worsen- 
ing. 

Relations between the two have been strained since it was 
disclosed that Gen. Weizman approved cuts in the defence 
budget without consulting the chief -of -staff. 

Israeli newspapers noted that the cut of 1,400 million Isra- 
eli pounds came despite former Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres’ request for a 1,500 million budget increase. 

The call for additional funds, the papers pointed out, was 
based on the chief-of-staffs own recommendations --a fact 
that points up a nearly 3,000 million pound split on outlays. 

But the press reports suggested that the real problem could 
be a personality clash between the two men. Reserve Gen. 
Weizman tends to bypass official channels in his dealings 
with the armed forces. 

The Jerusalem Post suggested that Gen. Weizman might be 
guilty of "overlooking the forest for the trees” in swinging in- 
to action on several issues that mean relatively little, but ca- 
use considerable disgruntiemenL 


BOURGOIN-JALL.1EU, Fran- 
ce, Aug. 5 (R). — Demonstra- 
tions erupted in this French 
provincial town yesterday after 
eight defendants, mostly West 
Germans, were given prison 
sentences for taking part in a 
violent anti-nuclear protest Iasi 
Sunday. 

Four others were acquitted 
on charges of creating public 
disorder during the protest in 
which one man died and more 
than 100 people were injured. 

There were howls of deri- 
sion from about 1.000 sympa- 
thisers who gathered in the 
main square near the town’s 
courthouse to hear the verdicts. 

Riot police took up positions 
both inside and outside the 
court, ready to fend off any 
attack on the building. 

But police said there was 
no disorder as the demonstra- 
tors began marching through 
the Rhone Valley town. 

The 12 accused - - seven 
West Germans, three French 
and two Swiss, aged between 
19 and 30 - - were arrested in 
the wake of the demonstra- 
tion at nearby Creys-Malviile, 
site of France’s first fast-bree- 
der nuclear reactor known as 
the "Super-Phenix”. 

The demonstration was stag- 
ed in opposition to French de- 
velopment of nuclear power 
stations producing elements 
that could be used in making 
atomic bombs. 

Some of the accused claim- 
ed that they had been brutaly 
treated by the police who 
arrested them. Two from West 
Germany said they had been 
ordered out of France. 

French Interior Minister 
Christian Bonnet had declared 
that the violence was caused 
by a strike force of anarchists 
from outside this country. But 
the Socialist member of parlia- 
ment for nearby Vienne, M. 


Louis Mermaz, described the 
court’s verdict as "a parody of 
justice.*' 

Three West Germans, one 
Swiss and one Frenchman were 
found guilty of creating public 
disorder at the nuclear site. 

One of the three convicted 
West Germans received a six- 
month sentence, half of it sus- 
pended. The other two were 
given three-month terms, with 
two months suspended. 

The Swiss received a three- 
month term, with two months 
suspended, and the French- 
man a six-month sentence with 


three months suspended. 

Another West German sod 
a 19-year old French girl were 
found guilty of carrying offen- 
sive weapons and given a one- 
month suspended sentence, al- 
lowing them to go free at 
once. 

A West German found guilty 
of possessing an incendiary 
device was sentenced to m 
months imprisonment, three of 
them suspended. 

‘ Four of the accused -- at 
Frenchman, two Germans and 
a Swiss - • were acquitted an 
the public disorder charge.

Vorster adopts harder positions in 
face of Western settlement efforts

JOHANNESBURG, Aug 8 
(AFP). — South Africa is 
hardening its position against 
the Western nations trying to 
find a settlement to the South- 
ern African problem, and par- 
ticularly against the United 
States which is exerting pres- 
sure to make Pretoria change 
its racial policies. 

On Friday, Prime Minister 
John Vorster launched a sca- 
thing attack on President Jim- 
my Carter's administration. If 
Marxist subversion represen- 
ted "brute force" American 
pressure on South Africa cons- 
tituted “strangulation with 
finesse" he said. He “warned" 
against the “chaos and anar- 
chy” which would follow vic- 
tory by either. 

The day before, South Afri- 


can Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha had pledged Pretoria’s 
full support for Rhodesian 
Premier Ian Smith’s efforts to 
reach a “bilateral settlement" 
with African “moderates”. 

This type of solution runs 
counter to the Anglo-American 
settlement plan which calls 
for the participation of the 
militant Patriotic Front led by 
Mr. Joshua Nkomo and Mr. 
Robert Mugabe, recently dub- 
bed "Public Enemy Number 
One” by Mr. Smith. 

In South Africa’s view, the 
West was making too many 
concessions to reach agreement 
with the radicals and was 
thereby losing credibility. 

Having bowed to Western 
apposition on its interim gov- 
ernment proposals for Namibia 
(South West Africa), Pretoria 
is going ahead with talks with 


the contact group -- Britain, 
France, US.. Canada and West 
Germany - - but is demanding 
strict guarantees against hav- 
ing to pull out its forces from 
Namibia as African nationali- 
sts have demanded. 

According to usually well- 
informed sources, last Mon- 
day’s meeting between the 
five and Mr. Vorster did not 
run as smoothly as previous 
encounters. 

On the internal plan Ame- 
rican pressure has met with a 
negative public response, as 
demonstrated by Mr. Vorster’s 
speech on Friday. 

The question being asked 
here today is whether this 
hardening of South Africa's 
position wiH lead to a similar 
hardening by the West with 
the possibility of economic sa- 
nctions being introduced to 
achieve their aims.
